REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant has raised the same arguments and issues as were presented in the Amendment (1/21/10) before the Final Rejection. 
As stated in the prior Office action (5/7/10) the presented issues have been addressed. The limitations of the instant invention 
that have been argued are not considered to be patentable as previously stated because 1) the argued limitation of "the non- 
contact measurement and alignment device takes measurements and uses those taken to determine table saw assembly saw 
settings" is not claimed in the instant claim. The claim states "... the non-contact measurement and alignment device 'operative' 
with the table saw assembly". Applicant is arguing unclaimed features of the instant invention; 2) the non-contact measurement 
and alignment deice and the coupling of such with the base. This aspect of the instant invention is claimed as the device being 
coupled with the base and the base coupling with the fence. The Office gives the claimed limitations a broad and reasonable 
interpretation and with this in mind the reference of Pease is used to teach the claimed limitations. Pease teaches mounting the 
device at a location on the work table which is well within the scope of the claimed feature. Moreover, the references of Pease 
and Hadawavare used in combination to teach the invention as claimed and thereby makes obvious the instant invention.
